Believe It or Not—the people of 
Arlington Heights will have to 
make a definite decision very soon 
and settle the w ater m atter in some 
way, or the village will be face to 
face with a w ater shortage next 
summer tn at will be 
more acute 
than wa.^ experienced at any time 
during the warm weather months 
of 1930. This warning is not alone 
being sounded by village officials 
whose job it is to keep the affairs of 
the village running properly. Quot­ 
ing from one of the men connected 
with the installation 
of the new 
sewer system, “there is going to be 
sr. whole lot or water limning thru 
th at sewer system, which last year 
was running thru the w ater mains.” 
The why and wherefor was cov­ 
ered in a hundred page report that 
was presented to the village board 
last year. 
This paper has not the 
space nor has the public the time 
to read the technical reasons for 
(such f. 
situation. 
This 
village 
faces a crisis next summer. If that 
cn jb r is to be averted, prompt ac- 
necessary right now. 
The village of Arlington Heights 
spent several years talking about 
ar adequate sewer system. 
If it 
spends the same 
length of time 
talking about ar. adequate water 
supply, there are a lot of people 
who will go thirsty 
and 
bathing- 
will be a luxury in this village the 
coming summer and 
a few more 
summer:; after that. 
A representative of the Herald 
has studied the situation and is ful­ 
ly convinced that the days of shal­ 
low wells in this part of the coun­ 
try are ended. The villages of Des 
Plaines, Arlington Heights and Pal­ 
atine have spent a lot of money in 
drilling a lot of shallow wells, not 
one of which has met the expecta­ 
tions of the engineers 
and well 
men. 
Arilington Heights well No. 
0. drilled at Scarsdale and put in 
operation last summer, is out of 
commission as this paper goes to 
press. 
There is not a well in Ar­ 
lington Heights that 
is pumping 
over 75 gallons r. minute. 
There 
are five pumps over 
five wells, 
three men are paid salaries to keep 
them running and coax out of those 
• 'testis every last bit of water that 
they will give. 
From a commer­ 
cial standpoint, it is poor business. 
There is not a big corporation in 
the United States faced with a sim­ 
ilar condition, which would not have 
junked at least three of those 
pumps and cut down en the labor 
overhead. 
Believe it or not, this is a serious 
condition. 
The voters will go to the polls 
March 4 to express their opinion in 
retference to a §50,000 bond issue 
to drill a real deep well and equip 
it with a pump. They should vote 
intelligently7 and the Herald in a 
series of three articles 
published 
the next three weeks will endeavor 
to present pertinent facts about the 
situation.

bond issue ami the operating ex­ 
pense of the equipment and water 
supply* that said bond issue would 
provide. In other words Arlington 
Heights is paying lor an adequate 
water supply, but is not getting it.

The Truck Growers’ school, con­ 
ducted by the 
University of Il­ 
linois department of Horticulture.

A very intere sting talk on recent 
developments in use of electricity 
on farms w’as by Richard Boonstra 
of the Public Sendee Company. “It 
is too many times true th at men 
connected w’itha commercial insti­ 
tution when they are put on an 
educational program of this kind. 
they overshadow* 
the educational 
with their advertising,” said Farm 
Advisor Barrett, afterward. “But 
we certainly’ feel that in the case 
of Mr. Boostra he gave a very fair 
statem ent of things bearing on el­ 
ectricity on the farm and its vari­ 
ous new*er phases; particularly el­ 
ectrical heat for greenhouses.” Mr. 
Boostra, 
further 
referred 
this 
m atter to Mr. Somers of the Uni­ 
versity, who has done some inves­ 
tigational work along this line. 
Considerable discussion wa.* 
voked on the new’ process of Dink­ 
ing straw quickly into maim*1- This 
w*as explained by Dr. J. V* Lloyd 
of the 
University; 
he informed 
those present that it is fgAsible to 
so treat the 
straw a t vhreshing 
time that by November or Decem­ 
ber it is readv for aprication to 
the field; and is quite superior to 
the common barnyard manure, or 
w’hat truck gardener* are common­ 
ly' able to secure. 
Mr. E. P. Lewis of the experi­ 
ment .station at DerPlaines told of 
interesting 
and valuable 
results 
that have been obtained in the past 
four years there. 
Mr. O. G. Bar ett, Cook County 
Farm advisor, Tuesday used fig­ 
ures and 
illustrations to project 
the thought of those present into 
the future; saying that the suc­ 
cessful man that is able to look 
ahead and anticipate che trend of 
things in such a manner that he 
can adjust himself, by so doing 
often finds himself several jumps 
ahead o£ the crow d. 
Wednesday his talk dealing with 
the new Gardeners’ Supply, Inc., in 
relation to the Farm Bureau, he 
showed that fanners, who make up 
1-0 of the population today, receive 
about 1-15 of the national income. 
That approximately 6,000,000 farm ­ 
ers in 1930 received slightly more 
than 6 billion for their products, 
or fbout $1000 apiece, gross! 
That in 1909 farmers w*ere get­ 
ting 50 cents 
of the consumers’ 
dollir and were prosperous; in 1917 
the * were getting 67 cents of the 
consumers’ dollar and were more 
prosperous; while 
in the last IO 
years that percentage has dropped 
until the farmers are now getting 
but 37 cents of the consumers’ dol­ 
lar. 
He then offered 
three possible 
solutions whereby the farmers may 
receive more: 
1. 
By increasing 
the amount 
the consumer pays, passing the in­ 
crease on to the farm er; this he 
discouraged. 
2. 
That they might by organi­ 
zation, legislation or bv the em­ 
ployment of Al. Capone eliminate 
some of the “inbetweens” or mid­ 
dlemen or che make the present 
number of “inbetweens” 
take a 
less proportion. 
This plan seems 
rather feasible. but difficult. 
3. 
The third plan which seems 
more adaptable: If the inbetw’eens 
are taking more than their share, 
then why can not the farmers, who 
have the time and ability, extend 
out from the production side and 
become “inbetweens” as wrell ? This 
is w’hat they are now* doing more

Cook county through a holding up 
of 1929 taxes and the refusal of 
banks to loan the major govern­ 
mental bodies in Cook county any 
more money on anticipation* w ar­ 
rants, is forecast by 
the Strawn 
Citizens’ committee winch last year 
w’ere instrum ental in raising funds 
to keep the County, Chicago and 
Chicago school board from going 
to the wall.

The only way out that they can 
see, is a modernizing and complete 
change in the assessment machin­ 
ery, whereby there will 
be some 
non-political head to the system, a 
responsible concentrated authori­ 
ty with power to secure action and 
bring in the tax money on time. 
In a formal statem ent the com­ 
mittee declares: 
“The committee finds that the 
credit troubles of a year ago and 
of the present time have a common 
source in the conflicts, uncertain­ 
ties, and general unworkableness 
of the assessing machinery in Cook 
county, 
It is the opinion of the 
committee th at these characteris­ 
tics are inherent in the extremely 
decentralized assessment organiza­ 
tion established by the revenue act 
of 1898. 
“Because of these conditions, the 
state is deprived of approximately 
$20,000,000 of revenue 
long past 
due from the collector of this coun­ 
ty. The credit of the state is ac­ 
tually 
threatened. 
Furthermore, 
the local governments in this city 
face a revenue famine, and a seri­ 
ous breakdown is in prospect in the 
very near future. 
“Obviously, governments cannot 
function 
without 
revenue. 
This 
revenue comes from taxes and is 
not available unless the taxes are 
assessed and collected 
in accord­ 
ance with the law’. The indications 
are that the assessment 
of the 
taxes foi the year 1929 will not be 
completed within the time prescrib­ 
ed by law and that the assessments 
for the years 1930 and 1931 will be 
long delayed. 
Quick Action Urged
